Church Treaanrer Bobbed and 
Murdered in Lexington. 

Saturday night near 12 o'clock, 
N. Hawkins, aged about 43 years, 
of the firm of Hawkins A Sweeney, 
dry goods merchants, was robbed 
and shot in thatcity. He is Treas- 
urer of the Brosdway Christian 
church and had been detained at 
hi- storfe later than usual balancing 
his church books. The assault was 
made near the Broadway church on 
Second street as hejwent home. His 
alarmed at his absence, noti

5 Sunday morning he was found 
Second street where he was at- 
ked. He was shot in left eye, 
I ball passing through the brain, 
d his skull was fractured in three 
places.
